lynching of H. G. Blackman, a negro. 
Sunday night at Argenta. 
Argenta is j 
in Pulaski county, and is just across 
the Arkansas river from Little Rock. 
Judge Lea told the jurors that every 
member of the mob was a murderer, 
and should be hunted down. 
He said 
the jaw is ample to protect the inno­ 
cent and punish the guilty, and htat 
the law, and not the mob, would con­ 
trol in Pulaski county. 
Chief of Police Pratt Monday night 
stationed special patrolmen In all the 
negro sections of the city and around j 
the negro school houses and Shorter ' 
college, a negro Institution. 
He gave ' 
the negroes assurance no harm would 
be done them, and that their property 
is safe. 
Accompanied by four police­ 
men, Chief Pratt went to the Shorter 
college Monday 
night and made a 
speech to about seventy-five negroes, 
women and children, who had congre­ 
gated there for safety, assuring them 
that no harm would come to them, 
and that the four policemen would 
gard the place during the night. When 
he concluded the children began shout­ 
ing and the older ones cried, “The 
Lord has answered our prayers- God 
has sent you!" and similar cries. Chief 
Pratt says the scene was most piti­ 
ful.Reports were circulated among the 
negroes in the northeastern portion of 
the city that the negro houses would 
be burned, and about 300 negroes left 
their homes and went to the country. 
When the police and deputy sheriffs 
heard this they sent negroes out to 
assure those 
who

gone, there 
would be nothing of this sort, and 
many 
returned.

were stationed in this section to guard 
the negro houses during the nighL

In view of the fact, however, that 
you filed the suit sim ultaneously with 
the attack which my enem ies in and 
out of the state have planned against

friends are constrained to believe th at 
it would not be agreeable to you. or 
to me, for us to be associated in the 
conduct of the case. 
The fact that the suit was filed at 
th e tim e when my political enemies 
were renew ing with especial 
vigor 
their assaults upon me, might have 
been a mere coincidence, and not the 
result of any understanding between 
you and them : 
but 
th" 
allegations 
which both I and my friends are com­ 
pelled to consider an attem pt to aid 
my enem ies could hardly have toe* n 
other than the result of a deliberate 
purpose. 
It had no place in the plead­ 
ings, and could not have been incorpo­ 
rated except for soma reason outside 
of the ease. 
But while these considerations’ prop­ 
erly restrain 
from 
tendering 
to the 
state, to you, my legal services in the 
prosecution of the yase against the 
W aters-Pierce Oil* company and th" 
Standard Oil co ga pally, they do not 
absolve me from diy duty to give to. 
the state the benefit of all I know in 
respect to the W aters-Pierce Oil com­ 
pany and its readm ission tp the state.

Attorney General’s Reply. 
Attorney General Davidson’s reply 
follows; 
Austin, Oct. 6.—Hon. J. W. Bailey, 
United 
States 
Senator, Gainesville, 
Tex.: 
Sir-—In answ er to your letter 
of O ct 3 you are advised that the 
W aters-Pierce Oil company suit was 
Instituted w ithout reference to any po­ 
litical effects, or w ithout consideration 
of the consequences to any person in 
this state. 
It was filed for the sole 
purpose of vindicating 
an outraged 
law and punishing a palpable fraud. 
We have been engaged for months 
collecting the necessary testim ony upon 
which to base this action, and the 
suit was filed as soon as we had suf­ 
ficient evidence in legal form. 
You failed to point out the particu­ 
lar allegation in the petition to which 
you except. 
Had you done so I would 
probably have been in a position to 
point out its m ateriality. 
I expect to prove every allegation 
m ade; and in my judgm ent each and 
every one is m aterial and relevant to 
the case which the state expects to 
present to the court. 
I specifically deny th at any allega­ 
tion was made having in view any po­ 
litical consequence or to aid a move­ 
m ent of any character. 
The question of tendering your ser­ 
vices to the state to aid in the pros­ 
ecution is one which you m ust settle 
according to your own inclinations. 
If you entertained such a purpose it 
was never com m unicated to me, al­ 
though you had frequent opportunity 
to do so, and the ground upon which 
you predicate your actions in refrain­ 
ing from so doing are based upon a 
construction for which you alone m ust 
accept the responsibility. 
As stated, the sole purpose of this 
suit is to drive from the borders of 
this state a foreign corporation which 
bas for twenty-five years preyed upon 
the people and consumed their sub­ 
stance, which corporation, when out­ 
lawed by a judgm ent of the highest 
court of the land, was readm itted into 
the state by fraud, which for prem ed­ 
itated audacity and utter contem pt of 
law, has never before, nor since, been 
equalled in the histor of this country. 
I have resisted every effort made 
to draw' this case into polities, as the 
Interests of the state are param ount 
to the political fortunes of any per- 
son. 
Therefore I tru st th at it will not be­ 
come necessary for me to take any 
p art in this agitaion. 
R eferring to your proposal to testi­ 
fy in the case concerning the repr 
sentation which the defendant made 
to you claiming its independence of 
all tru st regulations, I beg to adv! e 
th a t if your testim ony should be lim it­ 
ed to th at issue I do not believe th at 
it will be of any m aterial value in the 
state’s case, as I understand th at the 
defendant will not deny its claim to be 
Independent.
